day in a statement issued after a 
conference of textile manufactur- 
ers. T)fe industry employes 300,-

Harlan, Ky. — ^This section is 
mourning a hero in the passing 
of John Callahan. He was un- 
schooled. ' His simple life did not 
have the radius of the mountain 
alone. When his wife died the 
pl4iesj; of their eight diildren was 
11, the youngest a babe' in arms. 
He didn't a.sk help. He just took 
her place in the pathetic moiuitain 
'cabin. Toiling as long as there 
was light, at night he cooked for 
the next day, made their little 
■hoes, patched their -'clothes, nurs- 
ed them, mothered them. They 
grew older. He toiled harder. By 
harsh denial, of which' loneliness 
was more cruel than hunger, he 
paid all of the eight into a settle- 
ment school. Death found him at 
work. Neighbors say he worked 
himself to death. He was buried 
on the mountain. An unhewn sand- 
stone marks the i^K>t. But what 
he wrought through saerifiee will 
endure as a monuwant.
